1* This review has been undertaken because there are some 
basic unanswered questions about AEDOGMA, and also because considera- 
tion is being givpn whether tojcrant Subject an OA for his present 
assignment with Q _J) (Approval has recently been 

granted to extern rrojecx- aedullwa through 31 January 1961*) Tbs 
basic questions concern AEDOGMA *s primary loyalty, his former wife, 
Maria nna, his former mistress Irena, and his relationship with 
UPHILL* A nuaker of these questions hove arisen because of the 
uneven handling accorded Subject both in Headquarters and in the 
field* This lack of continuity encompasses both C/O's and files* 

2* AEDOGMA' s association with KUBARK dates from early 19U6 
in Salsburg when, according to M1H 391 (dtd* 27 December 19U6, 32- 
7*10*42), he contacted Zsolt ARADI (who used the pseudonym Dr* NOVAE), 
and thereafter worked as one of ARADI' s informants* Subject's first 
regular KUBARK C/0 feels that this is probably inacc urat e, and that 
ARADI contacted AEDOGMA* AEDOGMA has undergone LC FLUTTER tests on 
three separate occasions— 1952, 1956, and 1957* in each instance 
there has been an indication that he was withholding information* 
Considering the number of times that AEDOGMA and Colonel Heins 
3CHMALSCHLABGER, one of his Abvehr superiors now working for UPHILL, 
have met since the end of WW II, and the topics discussed, it is 
difficult to believe the relationship does not have an Intelligence 
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sig nif icance* This view is strengthened when one considers that 
SCHMALSCHLAEGER's C/O is Oscar REUS 9 RISCHKE, a renowned CK ex- 
pert# from 191*1* until 195U Subject* s real wife Marianna was behind 
the Iron Curtain, and he and Irene BIHlfci lived together as husband 
and wife* AEDOOHA never divulged Marianna's existence to any of his 
KUBARK C/Os* Irena is now residing in Canada, and Marianna in the 
U.S* Neither of the women has ever been questioned by KUBARK* 

3* It is re commended that nans traces and Green List checks 
be run on *31 the aliases and nans variants of Subject, Marianna 
and her family residing in the 0*3*, and Irena and her family re- 
siding in Canada* Marianna was interviewed by the Department of 
State during the processing of her isnlgratlon case* The record of 
this interview should be obtained from Department of State IRP File 
Munich 13179. 


a* KUBARK should then hold a frank discussion with UPHILL 
about its association with AEDOGMA. Nothing but gain can se- 
cure to KUBARK through such an airing, for it is evident from 
this review that KUBARK is unclear on some facets of the re- 
lationship, if not completely in the dark about them* 

' b* Following this AEDOGMA should be given an opportunity 
to explain the facts and reasonable certainties that exist re- 
garding his relationship with UPHILL and his primary loyalty* 

An attempt should be made to obtain from AEDOGMA may information 
regarding Marianna and Irena that he has heretofore not disclosed* 

c* After this the information on Marianna available to 
KUBARK should be sent to ODENYI, and the information on Irena 
sent to the Csn&Lion authorities* It is possible that Irena 
was debriefed upon her arrival in Canada* This information 
should be obtained if such occurred* A request should be made 
in each case that KUBARK be provided with the results of any 
investigation undertaken* KUBARK is particularly interested 
in any information Marianna has about the Intelligence activi- 
ties of AEDOGMA, and the period she spent behind the Iron Curtain* 
In Irena's case the major interest concerns the years aha spent 
with Subject following 191*6, and the relationship between AEDOGMA 
and UPHILL* 

d* Should it at this point appear profitable to resolve 
any of the questions that remain unanswered in paragraphs 7 to 
12, such should be done*

(b) In 1950 Otto KRUBGL'R, a Soviet agent, • 

recruited Pavlo DIKITRENKO 0 DKIBACB, who I 

obtained a report from Subject on Ukrainian 
emigration allegedly under the pretext 1 

that it was desired by Col. SCHMlLSCHLABGER, 

the UPHILL CK officer. DIKHKENKO died 
in November 1950. Alfred LGBSNVEIN, a 
Soviet agent, introduced himself to 
Subject "to report DIMITRKNKO's death." 

Subject claimed he contacted SCHMALSCHLABCER, » 
whom he met three times during WW II, 
at DIKITRENKO’s funeral. The exact 
dates of these occurrences are not known. 

(c) AECANDIOT (Boris LEVITSKI) confided 
his Soviet agent status to Subject and 
kept him informed of his activities* 

Subject learned from a letter he received 
from Ivan KASHUBA on 2 October 1959, that 
the RIS was thinking of assassinating 
Stefan BANDERA and KASHUBA (ABCAVATINAa . 

1 and 12). The CAVATINA group checked 
on this and verified it from other sources. 

(IS) AEDOGMA did not know how the infor- 
mation had been rechecked, nor did he 
know how KASHUBA had originally obtained 
the information. 

When Subject was recalled to Munich to 
help in the investigation of BANDERA'S 
deat4 he reported it as a suicide. 
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Subject returned to Paris* 



Mar* I960 Subject’s sickness began in Pari* after 

he had lunched there with three emigres* 
Two of than (Ivan POPOVICH, the assistant 
chief of the CAVATINA* In France, and 
Boris VITOSHINSKTY) were Ukrainians, like 
Subject* Nona of the three ua re shipped 
to Corsica during KHRUSHCHEV'S visit* 

The former two did not have to report to 
the police on a dally basis, which 
indicates eons dispensation from the 
french authorities, for AEDOGHA was 
served with a notice to go to Corsica, 
which was changed, whan hla illness was 
discovered, to one requiring him to 
report twice daily to the local police 
headquarters* 

9 Apr* I960 He arrived in Munich for treatment because 

of the difficulty of getting proper 
treatment in Paris* Travel assistance 
was rendered by a German Embassy doctor*

Austria, stated that SCHMALSCHLABGER was

with SCHMALSCHLABGER during April and May*

prepare, and asked for AEDOOMA’ s criticisms* 

Subject was also given a copy of Press Release 
#19, 1-15 February 1956, and asked to state 
his impressions, SCHMALSCHLAEQER stated to 
operated the press service for the benefit of 
various overt Bonn offices# 
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6 Aug* 1958 SCHMALSCHLABOER called the morning of 6 

August 1958 to advise AEDOGMA that Robert 
frans von TARBUK had come to Munich from 
Lins* Von TARBUK is a former Abwehr 
superior of Subject's who fell into Soviet 
hands at the end of W II. Von TARBUK 
stated he had been in contact with, among 
others, the HLADKTJ brothers# He gave his 
word of honor that while held by the Soviets 
he was not questioned about Cracow nor the 
Abwehr personnel there* 

2 Oct* 1958 SCHMALSCHLABGER telephoned AEDOGMA and they 

met in a Munich restaurant* SCHMALSCHLABOER 
"again visited Munich for unknown reasons * 9 
He told Subject he was just back from a 
three-week vacation in Meran, Italy, but 
added that he had actually been there for 
operational reasons* While there he met 
with former Italian Fascist officers he 
had known during YJVT II. ("They work for 
me, and periodically provide me with inter* 
eating information.") Von TARBUK was sup* 
posed to have gone; be will accompany 
SCHMALSCHLABOER to Meran on 10 October* 

The latter did not Indicate the reason for 
the October trip, but said it was too bad 
von TARBUK could not make the earlier trip
